DAYLILY CULTURE 


The daylily has been called the “lazy man’s flower” by many but 
this is only partially correct. It is true that you may have success in 
any kind of soil and under most any condition, but, with a little extra 
care, you may have the very finest in large and colorful bloom. 


Any good barnyard manure worked in around your plants in the fall 
is beneficial but be wary of using a large amount of commercial ferti- 
zers as the daylily does not seem to absorb them as some plants do. 


If you live in a zone of hard winters and icy coverings during the 
dormant period, would suggest that you do your planting in the spring 
by all means to eliminate winter loss. Allow your plants to form large 
clumps for beautiful effects, and when you do make divisions, do not 
plant huge divisions as they seem to sulk when so planted. Keep them 
well watered when planted until they are well established. 


Some varieties do not show their best in bloom for the first year and 
for this reason should not be closely judged until they are well estab- 
lished.
